RECORD    OF  PROCEEDINGS    OF    ANNUAL  TOWN 
MEETING  HELD  MARCH  -A,  A.  1).  1901. 


In  accordance  and  obedience  to  the  directions  of  the  fore- 
going warrant,  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Town  of  Wilmington, 
assembled  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  Monday,  the  fourth  day  of 
March,  A.  I).  1901,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  results, 
with  the  votes  taken,  are  as  follows : 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Town  Clerk,  the 
warrant  read,  and  Article  one  taken  up. 

Art.  1.  Chester  W.  Clark  was  elected  unanimously  the  vote 
being  taken  by  ballot  and  the  check  list  1  >eing  used. 

Art.  2.  The  Moderator  examined  the  ballot  box  which  was 
found  empty,  the  register  indicated  000,  the  box  was  locked  and 
the  key  delivered  to  the  Constable.  The  Ballot  Clerks  and 
Tellers  having  been  sworn  the  official  ballots  were  delivered  to 
the  Ballot  Clerks,  a  receipt  for  the  same  being  taken  by  the 
Town  Clerk.  The  Moderator  announced  that  the  polls  for  the 
election  of  officers  were  then  open  and  that  balloting  might 
proceed.

Voted  on  motion  of  Mr.  Charles  J.  Sargent  that  the  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  use  any  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
from  appropriations  not  used  in  full.  "After  the  purposes  for 
which  the  money  was  raised  have  been  accomplished  "  to  pay 
any  liabilities  incurred  for  other  objects  in  excess  of  appro- 
priations.

Motion  made  that  a  commission,  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent., 
be  paid  for  collecting  the  balance  of  the  taxes  of  the  years 
1899  and  1900. 

Amendment  made  that  five  per  cent,  be  paid.  The  vote  being 
taken  on  the  same  was  declared  in  the  negative. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  original  motion  and  it  was 
voted  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent. 

Mr.  James  E.  Kelley  requested  permission  to  introduce  and 
read  resolutions  on  the  sudden  death  of  one  of  Wilmington's 
respected  citizens  who  was  also  an  official  of  the  town  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  were  as  follows:  — 

Whereas,  The  great  Ruler  of  the  Universe  has,  in  his  infinite 
wisdom,  removed  from  our  midst  our  worthy  and  esteemed 
fellow  citizen,  Othniel  Eames;  and 

Whereas,  The  intimate  relations  held  by  hinfwith  the  citizens 
of  this  town  through  life,  and  as  Collector  of  'Paxes  for  the  past 
two  years,  render  it  proper  that  we  should  place  on  record  our 
appreciation  of  his  services,  and  his  merits  as  a  man  ;  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Wilmington, 
in  Town  .Meeting  assembled,  tender  our  heartfelt  sympathy  to 
the  family  and  friends  of  our  deceased  townsman,  in  this  their 
sad  affliction. 

Resolved,  That  his  sudden  removal  by  death  leaves  a 
vacancy  and  shadow  that  will  he  deeply  realized  by  all  who 
knew  him. 
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Resolved,  That  t  hese  resolutions  be  entered  on  the  records  of 
the  town  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  bereaved  family  by  the 
Town  Clerk. 

The  resolutions  were  appropriately  seconded  by  Rev.  Walter 
H.  Rollins,  .Jonathan  Carter,  William  E.  Gowing  and  Chester  W. 
Clark,  and  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  the 
meeting. 

Art.  7.  Voted,  That  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized 
"under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen "  to  borrow  a  sum  or 
sums  of  money  in  the  aggregate  amounting  to  thirteen 
thousand  dollars  and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note  or  uotes 
of  the  town  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  from  the  time 
the  loan  is  made  and  from  the  taxes  of  the  present  municipal 
year.    The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  8.  Voted,  That  the  sum  of  $75  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
Moderator 'to  expend  said  appropriation,  said  committee  to  be 
appointed  from  the  veteran  citizens  of  the  town.  Committee 
appointed:  Levi  SAvain,  George  AY.  Sidelinker  and  Horatio  (i. 
Littlefield. 

Art,  9.  Sections  20  and  21  of  Chapter  50  of  the  Public 
Statutes  were  read  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  after  considerable 
debate  on  the  question  it  was  voted  not  to  adopt  said  sections. 

Art.  10.  Mr.  Othniel  Eames  having  died  after  the  revision 
of  the  list  by  the  Selectmen,  his  name  was  withdrawn  and  the 
name  of  Donald  K.  Colgate  was  substituted  in  place  thereof  by 
the  meeting.  As  then  revised  it  was  accepted.  To  serve  for  the 
ensuing  year,  Mr.  Edward  A.  Carter  was  sworn  by  the  Moderator 
as  Survey er  of  Wood,  Bark,  and  Lumber. 

After  the  declaration  of  the  vote  for  town  officers  under 
Article  2  of  the  Warrant  by  the  Moderator  and  the  sealing  of 
the  ballots  and  check  lists  used,  it  was  voted  to  dissolve  the 
meeting.

SELECTflEN'S  REPORT. 


With  the  close  of  the  year,  we  give  you  a  brief  statement 
of  affairs,  together  with  some  suggestions  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  regard  to  expense  incurred  for  removing  snow,  we 
have  been  fortunate,  the  snow  fall  being  light,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions.  This  has  been  paid  from  the  electric  tax.  The 
appropriation  for  repairs  of  public  buildings  shows  a  small 
unexpended  balance.  In  regard  to  this  appropriation  for  the 
ensuing  year,  we  suggest  that  you  make  a  liberal  increase,  as 
some  schoolhouses  need  shingling  and  painting,  and  if  we  wish 
to  use  the  Town  Hall  until  such  time  as  we  are  prepared  to 
build  a  new  hall  it  must  be  shingled.  The  miscellaneous 
report  shows  an  unexpended  balance,  and  this  appropriation 
we  also  recommend  increased  or  a  special  appropriation  for 
insurance  on  all  schoolhouses  not  insured  at  the  present  time, 
also  on  the  Public  Library.  We  consider  it  unwise  to  risk  a 
total  loss  of  so  much  property. 

The  highways  of  the  town  are  in  good  order,  and  in  con- 
nection herewith  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Main  and  Lowell  streets  have  been  very  much  benefited 
by  widening,  straightening  and  reduction  of  grade,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  Street  Railway  ;  also  that 
Church  street  was  very  much  improved,  the  expense  of  which 
was  paid  from  the  street  railway  tax.  We  trust  the  good 
work  will  be  dbntinued,  so  that  our  streets  may  be  a  credit  to 
the  town. 

The  schools  have  been  maintained  within  the  appropria- 
tion, and  show  an  unexpended  balance.  In  connection  with 
this  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year,  we  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  sale  of  railroad  bonds  by 
the  State  and  applying  a  part  of  the  same  to  the  School  Fund 
we,  shall  receive  $817.44,  which  is  about  twice  the  amount  we 
usually  receive, and  w  ith  the  Dog  Tax  will  amount  to  $1,064.25 

to  be  applied  to  support  of  public  schools. 
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The  appropriation  for  books  and  supplies  shows  a  small 
unexpended  balance.  We  have  applied  the  same  to  pay 
deficiency  on  salary  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  which  was 
caused  by  increasing  his  salary  $100  —  the  appropriation  being 
based  on  the  salary  of  the  previous  year. 

The  expenditures  for  poor  Avill  be  found  under  the  report 
of  the  Overseers. 

The  appropriation  for  cemeteries  is  overdrawn  to  a  small 
amount,  caused  by  the  committee  expending  money  in  antici- 
pation of  having  50  per  cent,  from  lots  sold  and  paid  for.  Some, 
however,  were  not  paid  for,  and  we  were  obliged  to  pay  the 
excess  from  unexpended  balance  on  printing. 

The  appropriation  for  police  is  overdrawn  $26.40,  which 
was  paid  from  unexpended  balance  on  repairs  of  public  build- 
ings. The  amount  paid  on  interest  account  was  increased 
over  that  of  last  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  notes  on  the 
temporary  loan  were  discounted,  whereas  in  years  past  they 
have  been  at  simple  interest,  payable  semi-annually  or  at 
maturity. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Public  Library  was  increased 
last  year  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  trustees  to  have  the 
books  indexed,  etc.,  in  a  proper  and  up-to-date  manner. 

The  appropriation  for  salary  of  town  officers  is  over- 
drawn to  a  small  amount,  one  reason  for  which  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  per  cent,  for  collecting  the  balance  of  the  taxes 
of  the  years  1899  and  1900  was  doubled. 

The  total  expenditures  are  within  the  appropriations  and 
receipts ;  the  temporary  loan  has  been  reduced  $2,000.  In 
conclusion,  we  wish  to  make  a  few  suggestions,  viz. :  —  The 
matter  of  the  trust  funds  is  one  to  which  we  call  your  attention. 

The  object  of  a  trust  fund  is  to  provide  a  permanent 
income  to  insure  perpetual  care  or  support.  We  have  some 
$1,575  Avhich  the  town  has  accepted,  agreeing  to  expend  the 
income  from  the  same  annually  as  required.  These  trust 
funds  came  in  small  amounts  at  different  times,  went  into  the 
treasury,  became  a  part  of  the  general  fund,  and  were  spent, 
instead  of  being  placed  where  they  would  yield  an  income 
yearly.    We  now  class  them  as  liabilities  and  tax  ourselves 
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every  year  to  pay  an  income  which  has  never  to  our  knowledge 
been  even  fixed  by  the  town,  but  by  custom  has  now  become  a 
fixture  at  five  per  cent.  We  admit  the  amount  is  small 
annually,  but  if  you  stop  to  think  you  will  see  that  every 
twenty  years  you  have  paid  in  taxes  the  sum  of  the  principal, 
namely,  $1,575,  at  simple  interest;  but  they  were  not  given 
for  any  term  of  years,  but  forever. 

We  advise  gradually  placing  them  in  some  place  where 
they  will  yield  an  income,  from  which  the  object  for  which 
they  were  given  may  be  paid  for. 

We  also  suggest  that  regulations  be  made  governing  the 
sale  of  lots  in  the  cemetery,  and  the  management  and  care  of 
the  same.

In  reviewing  our  work  we  find  the  conditions  vary  but 
little  from  last  year,  having  been  fortunate  in  retaining  the 
services  of  the  efficient  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and 
.Mrs.  Moulton,  another  year  at  the  farm.  In  the  matter  of 
outside  poor  there  is  an  increase.  In  fact,  the  gross  expenditure 
for  the  same  exceeds  by  a  small  amount  the  appropriation  for 
poor.  One  inmate  at  the  farm  died  and  one  has  been  added 
during  the  year,  leaving  at  the  present  time  the  same  number 
as  last  year. 

We  would  suggest  that  some  repairs  be  made  in  the  house, 
such  as  painting,  papering  and  whitening.  The  receipts  and 
expenses  will  be  found  itemized  further  on.

In  accordance  to  the  directions  of  the  foregoing  warrant,

Motion  made  by  Edward  N.  Eames,  and  carried,  that  the 
town  borrow  $1,575— giving  its  note  for  the  same,  and  that 
$200  be  raised  and  appropriated  each  year  and  applied 
toward  the  payment  of  said  loan  until  the  same  is  retired, 
and  that  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  three  trustees  for 
terms  of  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  each  year  appoint 
one  for  three  years,  and  also  fill  any  vacancies  that  may 
occur ;  said  trustees  to  care  for  and  invest  said  loan  at  the  best 
rate  of  interest  possible  in  some  reliable  institution  for  savings, 
the  income  to  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  trust. 

Art.  12.  Voted  that  the  Cemetery  Committee  be 
instructed  not  to  allow  interments  in  any  lot  in  the  cemetery, 
for  which  full  payment  has  not  been  received  by  the  town. 

Art.  13.  Voted  to  extend  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to 
Mr.  Henry  M.  Eames  of  Woburn,  who  addressed  the  meet- 
ing in  regard  to  the  intentions  of  the  Ex-High  School  Asso- 
ciates, and  at  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks,  on  motion  it 
wras  voted  to  grant  the  right  to  erect  said  monument  on  the 
lot  desired. 

Art.  14.  The  section  referred  to  was  read  by  the  Clerk 
and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  same  it  was  voted  to  adopt  said 
section. 

Art.  15.  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Bond  requested  that  he  be 
allowed  to  withdraw  his  name,  which  on  motion  was  granted. 
Mr.  Wm.  E.  Growing's  name  was  substituted,  he  asked  to  be 
excused,  which  was  granted.  The  name  of  S.  Warren  Taylor 
was  then  substituted,  and  as  revised  it  was  accepted.  After 
the  declaration  of  the  vote  for  town  officers  under  Article  2  of 
the  Warrant  by  the  Moderator,  and  the  sealing  of  the  ballots 
and  check  lists,  it  was  voted  to  dissolve  the  meeitng.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wilmington: — We  herewith 
submit  a  statement  of  the  general  expenditures  for  the  past 
year.  In  some  accounts  there  is  an  excess  over  the  appro- 
priation, notably  that  of  outstanding  indebtedness,  this  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  a  bill  for  counsel  fees  of  five  years'  standing 
was  presented  for  payment.  It  is  due  Mr.  Clark  to  here  state, 
that  owing  to  his  residence  and  social  relations  with  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town,  that  he  accepted  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  face 
value  of  the  account  in  settlement  of  the  same. 

You  will  also  notice  as  being  paid  from  the  Street  Rail- 
way Tax,  the  expense  of  the  repairs  at  the  Burlington  Avenue 
Bridge;  this  was  a  large  amount  but  we  should  all  be  thankful 
that  we  were  not  obliged  to  raise  it  by  taxation.  The  other 
accounts  are  shown  under  their  appropriate  headings,  and 
in  conclusion  we  wish  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  fact  that 
the  town  is  fast  becoming  a  real  estate  owner  of  itself  and 
obliged  yearly  to  pay  a  large  tax  on  land  acquired  at  tax 
sales,  we  recommend  that. the  same  be  sold.

TOWN  WARRANT. 


Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
Middlesex  ss. 

To  William  E.  Swain,  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Wilmington. 
Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Sect.  2,  Art.  1,  of  the  By-Laws,  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Wilmington  qualified  by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs 
to  meet  and  assemble  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Monday,  the 
second  day  of  March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the 
polls  to  be  opened  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  "and  may  be  closed 
at  four  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  election  of  officers,"  and  to  act 
upon  the  following  articles,  namely: — 

Article  1.  To  elect  by  ballot  a  Moderator  to  preside  at 
said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  bring  in  your  votes  on  one  ballot  for  three 
Selectmen,  "who  shall  also  act  as  Assessors  and  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,"  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  one 
School  Committee  for  three  years,  Constable,  Auditor,  three 
Fence  Viewers,  one  Cemetery  Committee  for  three  years,  one 
Cemetery  Committee  for  two  years,  also  to  vote  upon  the 
following  question,  viz. :  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquor  in  this  town?    Yes  or  No. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers  for 
the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  4.    To  hear  reports  of  committees  and  act  thereon.

Art.  5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  school 
books  and  supplies,  for  salary  of  School  Committee,  for  salary 
of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  for  highways,  roads  and  bridges, 
for  support  of  poor,  for  repairs  of  public  buildings,  for  care 
and  improvement  of  cemeteries,  for  support  of  Public  Library, 
for  police,  for  salary  of  town  officers,  for  removing  snow,  for 
miscellaneous  expenses,  for  printing,  for  notes  payable,  for 
interest,  for  state  and  county  taxes,  for  outstanding  indebt- 
edness, for  abatement  of  taxes  and  military  aid. 

Art.  6.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  deter- 
mine how  the  same  shall  be  expended. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  method  the  town  will  adopt  for  the 
collection  of  taxes  and  determine  the  compensation  of  the 
Collector. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  sol- 
diers' lot. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  new 
Town  Hall  and  choose  a  building  committee  with  full  power 
to  act,  or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  to  sell  at  public  auction  the  land  held  by 
the  town  1 '  beyond  the  redemption  period ' '  which  has  been 
sold  for  taxes  by  former  Collectors. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  regard 
to  reserving  the  waters  of  Silver  Lake* for  municipal  purposes, 
or  do  anything  in  relation  to  the  same. 
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Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  confer  with  the  management  of  the 
Boston  &  Northern  Street  Railway  Company  in  reference 
to  the  granting  of  free  transfers  from  any  part  of  Wilmington 
to  Tewksbury  Centre,  and  returning  from  Tewksbury  Centre 
to  any  part  of  Wilmington  on  the  line  leading  from  Reading 
to  Billerica. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in 
regard  to  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Week  or  do  anything 
in  relation  to  the  same. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  list 
of  Jurors  as  revised  by  the  Selectmen. 

Hereof  fail  not  and  make  due  return  of  this  Warrant  with 
your  doings  thereon  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  time  and  place  of 
said  meeting.
